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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  I963  in  the 
State  of  Alabama  amounted  to  $2,342  million  an 
increase  of  13  percent  from  1962  and  32  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $509  million  was  contri- 
buted by  the  Primary  Metal  Industries,  and  $232 
million  by  the  Chemical  Industries,  the  two  leading 
industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas .  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  15  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS ) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310* 000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958*  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


eludes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  19^3  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expend itures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 
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STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°j°00  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  19&5  an(i  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Alaska  amounted  to  $89  million,  a  decrease 
of  2  percent  from  1962  and  an  increase  of  38  per- 
cent from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $4-3  million  was 
contributed  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  in- 
dustries, the  leading  industry  group  in  the  State. 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
4-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

The  standard 
errors  associated  with  these  estimates  are  published  in  the  annual  survey  of  manufactures  volumes  for  this  period.  Figures  shown  in  parenthesis  may  be  of 
limited  reliability  since  they  either  have  associated  standard  errors  exceeding  15  percent  or  are  not  consistent  with  related  data. 
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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each,  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958j  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SM3A  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signf leant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


ARIZONA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  ar.ea  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Results  of  the  1963  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and 
Mineral  Industries  will  be  issued  initially  in  preliminary 
reports  which  will  furnish  summary  data.  These  re- 
ports will  be  superseded  by  more  detailed  final  reports. 
An  outline  of  the  publication  program  is  shown  below.

Summary  Series 


value  added  by  manufacturing  for  each  4-digit  industry 
according  to  employment  size  of  the  establishment  in 
each  industry.  A  separate  report  will  provide  statistics 
on  inventories  for  each  4-digit  industry  on  a  national 
basis;  State  data  on  inventories  will  also  be  provided. 

Mineral  Industries  (one  report).  This  report  will 
provide  number  of  establishments,  employment,  and 
value  added  in  mining  for  each  4-digit  industry  accord- 
ing to  employment  size  of  the  establishment  in  each 
industry. 


Manufactures  (2  reports).  One  report  will  present 
general  statistics  at  the  U.S.  level  for  each  4-digit 
industry  and  2-  and  3-digit  industry  group.  General 
statistics  will  also  be  presented  for  industries  grouped 
according  to  market  categories— durable  and  nondurable 
goods  industries.  A  second  report  will  provide  general 
statistics  without  industry  detail  for  regions,  States,  and 
large  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas. 

Mineral  Industries  (2  reports).  One  report  will 
present  general  statistics  at  the  U.S.  level  for  each 
4-digit  industry  and  2-  and  3-digit  industry  group.  A 
second  report  will  provide  general  statistics  by  2-digit 
industry  group  for  regions  and  States. 


Industry  Series 

Manufactures  (about  370  reports).  Separate  reports 
for  virtually  all  of  the  430  manufacturing  industries  will 
give  industry  totals  for  general  statistics  for  the  United 
States  and  for  regions  and  States.  A  product  table  in 
each  report  will  give  the  quantity  and  value  of  shipments 
of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry  for  the  United 
States.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Arkansas  amounted  to  $959  million,  an 
increase  of  62  percent  from  1958.  Of  this  total, 
$150  million  was  contributed  by  the  food  and 
kindred  products  industries  and  $120  million  by 
the  lumber  and  wood  products  industries,  the  two 
leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas .  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Eico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7-"  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years .  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  I962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  significant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^ )  1958>  and  19&5  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers ,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. --This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  19^3:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


ARKANSAS 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  In  1963  in  the 
State  of  California  amounted  to  $17,157  million, 
an  increase  of  8  percent  from  1962  and  42  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $2,74-2  million  was  con- 
tributed by  the  transportation  equipment  industries 
and  $2,452  million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products 
industries,  the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the 
State . 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  195^ 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  l809-  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 


CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958?  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-19&2 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


CALIFORNIA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°, 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D-  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  I965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Colorado  amounted  to  $1,203  million,  an 
increase  of  4-  percent  from  1962  and  54  percent  from 
1958.  The  Denver  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical 
Area,  with  a  value  added  of  $930  million  accounted 
for  77  percent  of  Colorado's  total  value  added. 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
Uo,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  I967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  I963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments/  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 
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STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°, 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 

include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 


1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  amounted  to  $4-, 4-78  million,  an 
increase  of  6  percent  from  1962  and  40  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $896  million  was  contributed 
by  the  transportation  equipment  industries  and 
$683  million  by  the  non-electrical  machinery  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  I963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
14-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958*  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight -time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census.) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


CONNECTICUT 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°j°00  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Delaware  amounted  to  $666  million,  an  in- 
crease of  23  percent  from  1962  and  59  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $182  million  was  contributed 
by  the  Chemicals  and  Allied  Products  Industry  the 
leading  industry  group  in  the  State. 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA;  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PIANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  19&3  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as. an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census.) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


DELAWARE 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°, 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

Value  added  "by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  amounted  to  $261  million,  an 
increase  of  6  percent  from  1962  and  32  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $163  million  was  contributed 
by  the  printing  and  publishing  industries  and  $55 
million  by -fche  food  and  kindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM3A)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 


The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one.  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduetion  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


eludes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduetion  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


DISTRICT    OF    COLUMBIA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>0°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  des  ignated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  IN  PUERTO  RICO 


A  separate  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  was  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board, 
Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  A  report  of  the  findings 
will  include  statistics  of  manufacturing  activity  by 
industry  and  geographic  area  on  value  added  by 
manufacture,  employment,  payrolls,  inventories,  capital 
expenditures,  etc.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  Florida  amounted  to  $2,326  million,  an  increase 
of  11  percent  from  1962  and  65  percent  from  1958.  Of 
this  total,  $4-99  million  was  contributed  by  the  food 
and  kindred  products  industries  and  $315  million  by 
the  chemicals  and  allied  products  industries,  the 
two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7-"  Thus,  the  next  census  will

"be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  I963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at -the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


FLORIDA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  hut  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Georgia  amounted  to  $3,239  million,  an 
increase  of  13  percent  from  1962  and  54  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $619  million  was  contri- 
buted by  the  Textile  Mill  Industries  and  $516 
million  by  the  Transportation  Equipment  Industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM3A)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
lj-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963  >  i"t  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  I963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


eludes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture . — This  me as ure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
.March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


GEORGIA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Hawaii  amounted  to  $254  million,  an  in- 
crease of  28  percent  from  1962  and  54-  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $173  million  was  contributed 
by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and 
$17  million  by  the  printing  and  publishing  indus- 
tries the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
Jt-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963*  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310*000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195*S  1958*  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  19o3>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


HAWAII 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>°00  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  try  manufacturing  in  19^3  in  "the 
State  of  Idaho  amounted  to  $366  million,  an  increase 
of  23  percent  from  1962  and  43  percent  from  1958. 
Of  this  total,  $110  million  was  contributed  by  the 
food  and  kindred  products  industries  and  $89  mil- 
lion by  the  lumber  and  wood  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll .--This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958*  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


IDAHO 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  Illinois  amounted  to  $14-, 557  million, an  increase 
of  6  percent  from  1962  and  25  percent  from  1958.  Of 
this  total,  $2,182  million  was  contributed  by  the 
non -electrical  machinery  industries  and  $2,043  mil- 
lion by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.

The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

ity in  1967-  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from' the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  19&3:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


I  LLINOIS 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,°°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties1  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

Of  this  total,  $1,4-18  million  was  contri- 
buted by  the  primary  metal  industries  and  $1,138 
million  by  the  electrical  machinery  industries,  the 
two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963)  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and   "7."     Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.

Payroll . —This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


INDIANA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties1  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

4-digit  industry  and  2-  and  3-digLt  industry  group.  A 
second  report  will  provide  general  statistics  by  2-digit 
industry  group  for  regions  and  States.

Manufactures  (about  370  reports).  Separate  reports 
for  virtually  all  of  the  430  manufacturing  industries  will 
give  industry  totals  for  general  statistics  for  the  United 
States  and  for  regions  and  States.  A  product  table  in 
each  report'  will  give  the  quantity  and  value  of  shipments 
of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry  for  the  United 
States. 

Mineral  Industries  (about  45  reports).  Separate 
reports  for  industries  or  for  groups  of  industries  for 
all  of  the  50  mineral  industries  will  present  general 
statistics  for  the  United  States  and  for  regions  and 
States.  A  product  table  will  give  the  quantity  and  value 
of  shipments  of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry 
for    the    United    States   and  for   regions   and   States.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Iowa  amounted  to  $2,276  million,  an  in- 
crease of  9  percent  from  1962  and  35  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $653  million  was  contributed 
by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and 
$476  million  by  the  non-electrical  machinery  indus- 
tries the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963 )  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code )  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

ity in  1967-  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties1  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

("All  manuf  acturing"  totals  for  the  Davenport-Rock  Island-Moline  SMSA  (which  includes  Scott  County  in  Iowa)   appear  in  table  2.      Industry  group 
statistics  for  this  area  are  shown  in  the  1963  Census  of  Manuf actures  report  for  the  State  of  Illinois.) 
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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Kansas  amounted  to  $1,4-37  million,  an  in- 
crease of  6  percent  from  1962  and  23  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $4-33  million  was  contributed 
by  the  transportation  equipment  industries  and$239 
million  bythe  food  andkindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level . 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7-"  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967 •  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  ( PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


KANSAS 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°j0°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  19^5  and  early 
1966.

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky  amounted  to  $2,460  million,  an 
increase  of  11  percent  from  1962  and  39  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $364  million  was  con- 
tributed by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industry 
and  $352  million  by  the  electrical  machinery  indus- 
try, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
J)-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  19^3  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  19&3:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


KENTUCKY 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 


1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana  amounted  to  $1,918  million,  an  increase 
of  16  percent  from  1962  and  34  percent  from  1958. 
Of  this  total,  $430  million  was  contributed  by  the 
chemicals  and  allied  products  industries  and  $375 
million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  -as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas .  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years .  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959_19°2 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers ,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  19°3:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


LOUISIANA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 


1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  19&5  ai1^  early

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  I963  in  the 
State  of  Maine  amounted  to  $779  million, an  increase 
of  3  percent  from  1962  and  24  percent  from  1958. 
Of  this  total,  $230  million  was  contributed  by  the 
paper  and  allied  products  industries  and  $137  mil- 
lion by  the  leather  and  leather  products  indus- 
tries, the  2  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963*  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958j  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers .  number . — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MAINE 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

Separate  reports 
for  virtually  all  of  the  430  manufacturing  industries  will 
give  industry  totals  for  general  statistics  for  the  United 
States  and  for  regions  and  States.  A  product  table  in 
each  report  will  give  the  quantity  and  value  of  shipments 
of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry  for  the  United 
States. 

Mineral  Industries  (about  45  reports).  Separate 
reports  for  industries  or  for  groups  of  industries  for 
all  of  the  50  mineral  industries  will  present  general 
statistics  for  the  United  States  and  for  regions  and 
States.  A  product  table  will  give  the  quantity  and  value 
of  shipments  of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry 
for    the    United    States   and   for   regions   and   States. 


Area  Series

1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  IN  PUERTO  RICO 


A  separate  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  was  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board, 
Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  A  report  of  the  findings 
will  include  statistics  of  manufacturing  activity  by 
industry  and  geographic  area  on  value  added  by 
manufacture,  employment,  payrolls,  inventories,  capital 
expenditures,  etc. 


Manufactures  (51  reports).  A  separate  report  for 
each  State  and  the  District  of  Columhia  will  present

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  amounted  to  $2,978  million,  an 
increase  of  6  percent  from  1962  and  25  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $516  million  was  con- 
tributed by  primary  metal  industries  and  $4-02  mil- 
lion by  the  transportation  equipment  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM5A)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SIBA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  IS^h,  1958*  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1939-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers f  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census.) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MARYLAND 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°, 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  hut  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  19^5  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

Value  addedby  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  amounted  to  $6,365  million,  a  de- 
crease of  2  percent  from  1962  and  an  increase  of  24 
percent  from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $966  million  was 
contributed  by  the  electrical  machinery  industries 
and  $722  million  by  the  nonelectric  machinery  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  I963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
I963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

— This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  Michigan  amounted  to  $13,004.  million,  an  increase 
of  9  percent  from  1962  and  56  percent  from  1958. 
Of  this  total, $5, 068  million  was  contributed  by  the 
transportation  equipment  industries  and  $1,758 
million  by  the  nonelectrical  machinery  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PIANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  operp- 
tions  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. --This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MICHIGAN 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties '  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 


1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC6"3(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
I966.

A  separate  report  was  usually  obtained  for  each  central  office  or  auxiliary  unit  if  it  was  located  at  a 
different  general  location  from  the  manufacturing  establishment(s)  served  or  if  it  serviced  two  or  more  manufacturing  establishments  and  was  not  operated  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  establishment  at  the  same  location.  Employment  and  payroll  of  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliaries  are  included  in  the 
totals  for  the  area.

BUSINESS  CYCLE  DEVELOPMENTS  is  published  monthly  for  specialists  concerned  with  the  analysis  of  current  business 
conditions.  It  summarizes  many  of  the  available  economic  time  series  in  convenient  form  for  short-term  evaluation  and  interpretation 
and  supplements  other  Department  of  Commerce  reports  on  the  economy.  The  features  of  this  report  are: 

•  The  arrangement  of  series  according  to  their  usual  timing  relations  during  the  course  of  the  business  cycle. 

•  The  inclusion    of   special   analytical    measures  and  historical  cyclical     comparisons   that  help  in 
evaluating  the  current  stage  of  the  business  cycle. 

•  The   speed   with  which  the  data  are  collected,  assembled,  and  published.  BCD  is  issued  about  the 
22 d  of  each  month  covering  data  for  the  preceding  month. 

About  90  principal  indicators  and  over  300  components  are  used  for  the  different  measures  shown.  The  movements  of  the  series  are 
shown  against  the  background  of  the  expansions  and  contractions  of  the  general  business  cycle  so  that  "leads"  and  "lags"  can 
readily  be  detected  and  unusual  cyclical  developments  spotted.  Since  almost  all  of  the  basic  data  presented  in  this  report  are 
available  in  other  published  sources,  the  value  of  RCD  lies  in  its  analytical  arrangement  and  speed  of  publication. 

The  presentation  and  classification  of  the  time  series  in  the  BCD  report  follows  the  business  indicators  approach.  The  classifica- 
tion of  series  and  the  business  cycle  turning  dates  are  those  designed  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Economic  Research  which,  in  recent 
years,  has  been  a  leader  in  this  field  of  investigation. 
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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Minnesota  amounted  to- $2,828  million  an 
increase  of  7  percent  from  1962  and  38  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $585  million,  was  contributed 
by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and  $4-87 
million  by  the  nonelectrical  machinery  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State.. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  .plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MINNESOTA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50>°°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties .  An  area  may  contain  nox  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  hut  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MCo3(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965-  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  I965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Mississippi  amounted  to  $1,022  million,  an 
increase  of  20  percent  from  1962  and  59  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $135  million  was  contributed 
by  the  Lumber  and  Wood  Products  industries  and  $133 
million  by  the  Food  and  Kindred  Products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.   Figures  are  provided  for  industry 

t  roups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963 »  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  I963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture . — This  meas ure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  19&3  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  v including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MISSISSIPPI 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 

include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

BUSINESS  CYCLE  DEVELOPMENTS  is  published  monthly  for  specialists  concerned  with  the  analysis  of  current  business 
conditions.  It  summarizes  many  of  the  available  economic  time  series  in  convenient  form  for  short-term  evaluation  and  interpretation 
and  supplements  other  Department  of  Commerce  reports  on  the  economy.  The  features  of  this  report  are: 

•  The  arrangement  of  series  according  to  their  usual  timing  relations  during  the  course  of  the  business  cycle. 

•  The  inclusion    of  special   analytical    measures  and  historical  cyclical     comparisons   that  help  in 
evaluating  the  current  stage  of  the  business  cycle. 

•  The   speed   with  which  the  data  are  collected,  assembled,  and  published.  BCD  is  issued  about  the 
22  d  of  each  month  covering  data  for  the  preceding  month. 

About  90  principal  indicators  and  over  300  components  are  used  for  the  different  measures  shown.  The  movements  of  the  series  are 
shown  against  the  background  of  the  expansions  and  contractions  of  the  general  business  cycle  so  that  "leads"  and  "lags"  can 
readily  be  detected  and  unusual  cyclical  developments  spotted.  Since  almost  all  of  the  basic  data  presented  in  this  report  are 
available  in  other  published  sources,  the  value  of  BCD  lies  in  its  analytical  arrangement  and  speed  of  publication. 

The  presentation  and  classification  of  the  time  series  in  the  BCD  report  follows  the  business  indicators  approach.  The  classifica- 
tion of  series  and  the  business  cycle  turning  dates  are  those  designed  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Economic  Research  which,  in  recent 
years,  has  been  a  leader  in  this  field  of  investigation.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Missouri  amounted  to  $<+, A-2k  million,  an 
increase  of  10  percent  from  1962  and  36  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total, $1,132  million  was  contributed 
by  the  transportation  equipment  industries  and  $632 
million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries , 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963*  i"t  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PIANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transf orma- 
tion  of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  19&3  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MISSOURI 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°j0°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SlBA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis.

Of  this  total,  $67  million  was  contributed 
by  the  lumber  and  wood  products  industries  and  $50 
million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
Uo,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level . 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  3ince  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
.production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


MONTANA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50, 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  19&5  an^  early 
1966.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Nebraska  amounted  to  $743  million,  an 
increase  of  7  percent  from  1962  and  39  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $315  million  was  contributed 
by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and 
$65  million  by  the  electrical  machinery  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM3A)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 


CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 


and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel 
turing  establishments.

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,   and  expenditures  for  land. 


NEBRASKA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Nevada  amounted  to  $112  million,  an  in- 
crease of  11  percent  from  1962  and  65  percent  from 
1958.

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

ity in  I967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 


CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  19&3  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959- 1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers ,  man-hours . — 
eludes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of 
related  workers.

ployee  was  not  at  the  plant.   The 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-1 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


NE  VADA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°^ 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties1  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SlEA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  amountedto  $654-  million,  an 
increase  of  7  percent  from  1962  and  33  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $107  million  was  contributed 
by  the  leather  and  leather  products  industries  and 
$105  million  by  the  electrical  machinery  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas .

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS ) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed ;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduetion  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduetion  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly- 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


NEW   HAMPSHIRE 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50j000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  amounted  to  $9,980  million,  an 
increase  of  5  percent  from  1962  and  33  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total, $1,322  million  was  contributed 
by  the  electrical  machinery  industries  and  $2,120 
million  by  the  chemicals  and  allied  products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
'intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^ >  1958/  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers .  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


eludes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 
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STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>°00  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  "by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  New  Mexico  amounted  to  $170  million,  an 
increase  of  14-  percent  from  1962  and  35  percent 
from  1958.  The  Albuquerque  Standard  Metropolitan 
Statistical  Area,  with  $98  million  value  added, 
accounted  for  58  percent  of  the  State's  total 
value  added. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA;  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
ij-O.OOO  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level . 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

The  data  are  estimates  derived  from  a  representative  sample  of  manufacturing  establishments  canvassed  in  the  armual  survey  of  manufactures.  These  esti- 
mates, consequently,  may  differ  from  the  results  that  would  have  been  obtained  from  a  complete  canvass  of  all  manufacturing  establishments.  The  standard 
errors  associated  with  these  estimates  are  published  in  the  annual  survey  of  manufactures  volumes  for  this  period.

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS ) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  I963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195S  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


NEW  MEXICO 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 

include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MCo3(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  19o5«  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  IN  PUERTO  RICO 


A  separate  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  was  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board, 
Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  A  report  of  the  findings 
will  include  statistics  of  manufacturing  activity  by 
industry  and  geographic  area  on  value  added  by 
manufacture,  employment,  payrolls,  inventories,-capital 
expenditures,  etc.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  New  York  amounted  to  $19,510'  million,  an 
increase  of  2  percent  from  1962  and  23  percent  from 
-  58.  Of  this  total,  $2,556  million  was  contributed 
by  the  printing  and  publishing  industries  and  $2,446 
million  by  the  apparel  and  related  products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1965  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years .  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  >  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. --This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


NEW  YORK 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  amounted  to  $4,6l8  million, 
an  increase  of  9  percent  from  1962  and  50  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $1,^27  million  was  con- 
tributed by  the  Textile  Mill  Industry,  the  leading 
industry  group  in  the  State. 


This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code )  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  510,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  19&5  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  significant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^ )  1958>  and  1965  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  One  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two'  or  more  establishments .  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy'  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  of f ices, sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-19&2 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes  all  workers  (up"  to the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments.

related  workers.  It  consists  of 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963 >  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  .and  related  workers,  force -account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census.) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1965:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs, and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England )  cons  ists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties .  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  "but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consist  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  North  Dakota  amounted  to  $72  million,  an 
increase  of  31  percent  from  1962  and  16  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $34-  million  was  contributed 
by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and 
$11  million  by  the  printing  and  publishing  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years .  Accordingly,  for  the  years

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  eaoh  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  19&3  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,   it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties .  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Ifetropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SM3A  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SM3A  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Ohio  amounted  to  $15,44-3  million,  an  in- 
crease of  6  percent  from 1962  and  35  percent  from 

1958.  Of  this  total,  $2,4-58  million  was  contributed 
by  the  transportation  equipment  industry  and  $2,254 
million  by  the  primary  metal  industry,  the  two 
leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM3A)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PIANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMENISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  19&3  censuses,  respond-

Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


OHIO 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50*000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Oklahoma  amounted  to  $965  million,  an  in- 
crease of  17  percent  from  1962  and  33  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $14-9  million  was  contributed 
by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and 
$112  million  by  the  petroleum  and  coal  products 
industries,  the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the 
State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 


The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963*  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195*t->  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments' (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


OKLAHOMA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 


1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM

figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  19&3  in  "the 
State  of  Oregon  amounted  to  $1,570  million,  an  in- 
crease of  7  percent  from  1962  and  28  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $691  million  was  contributed 
by  the  lumber  and  wood  products  industries  and 
$236  million  by  the  food  and  kindre  d  products  indus- 
tries , the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SM3A)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years .  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310*000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signfieant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°, 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties .  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 

include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

In  addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  reported  for  operating  manufacturing  establishments,  manufacturing  concerns  ordinarily  reported  separately  for 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  which  service  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a  company  (e.g.,  research  laboratories,  storage  ware- 
houses, power  plants,  garages,  repair  shops,  etc.).  A  separate  report  was  usually  obtained  for  each  central  office  or  auxiliary  unit  if  it  was  located  at  a 
different  general  location  from  the  manufacturing  establishment(s)  served  or  if  it  serviced  two  or  more  manufacturing  establishments  and  was  not  operated  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  establishment  at  the  same  location.  Employment  and  payroll  of  central  administrative  offices  and  auxiliaries  are  included  in  the 
totals  for  the  area. 
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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  amounted  to  $13,969  million, 
an  increase  of  6  percent  from  1962  and  22  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $2,658  million  was  con- 
tributed by  the  primary  metal  industries  and  $1,321 
million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading   industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas .  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."     Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A 'manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  I963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^>  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours "  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


PENNSYLVANIA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>00°  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 


1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.

Results  of  the  1963  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and 
Mineral  Industries  will  be  issued  initially  in  preliminary 
reports  which  will  furnish  summary  data.  These  re- 
ports will  be  superseded  by  more  detailed  final  reports.

A 
second  report  will  provide  general  statistics  by  2-digit 
industry  group  for  regions  and  States.

Manufactures  (about  370  reports).  Separate  reports 
for  virtually  all  of  the  430  manufacturing  industries  will 
give  industry  totals  for  general  statistics  for  the  United 
States  and  for  regions  and  States.  A  product  table  in 
each  report  will  give  the  quantity  and  value  of  shipments 
of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry  for  the  United 
States. 

Mineral  Industries  (about  45  reports).  Separate 
reports  for  industries  or  for  groups  of  industries  for 
all  of  the  50  mineral  industries  will  present  general 
statistics  for  the  United  States  and  for  regions  and 
States.  A  product  table  will  give  the  quantity  and  value 
of  shipments  of  the  products  classified  in  the  industry 
for    the    United    States    and   for   regions    and   States.

A  separate  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  was  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board, 
Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  A  report  of  the  findings 
will  include  statistics  of  manufacturing  activity  by 
industry  and  geographic  area  on  value  added  by 
manufacture,  employment,  payrolls,  inventories.-capital 
expenditures,  etc. 


Manufactures  (51  reports).  A  separate  report  for 
each  State  and  the  District  of  Columbia  will  present 
general  statistics  for  the  State  and  for  the  larger 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  within  the  State 
by  2-digit  and  selected  3-digit  industries,  and  for  most 
individual   counties   on   an  "all  manufacturing"  basis.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1965  in  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  amounted  to  $950  million,  a 
decrease  of  2  percent  from  1962  and  an  increase  of 
26  percent  from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $162  million 
was  contributed  by  textile  mill  products  industries 
and  $150  million  bythe  miscellaneous  manufacturing 
and  ordnance  industries,  the  two  leading  industry 
groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas .  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 


The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed ;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for^ach  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958j  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


eludes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory . 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land.

STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title- may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  19^5  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  amounted  to  $2,117  million,an in- 
crease of  7  percent  from  1962  and  56  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $937  million  was  contributed 
by  the  textile  mill  products  industries  and  $334- 
million  by  the  chemical  and  allied  products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
l(-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture . — This  me as ure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census.) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


SOUTH  CAROLINA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 

include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC65(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  South  Dakota  amounted  to  $142  million,  an 
increase  of  3  percent  from  1962  and  24  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $96  million  was  contributed  by 
the  food  and  kindred  products  industries  and  $12 
million  by  the  printing  and  publishing  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
lj-0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  '7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll.. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310*000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a« separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195*S  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


SOUTH  DAKOTA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°,°00  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  hut  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

1963  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES  IN  PUERTO  RICO 


A  separate  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  was  con- 
ducted jointly  by  the  Puerto  Rico  Planning  Board, 
Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  A  report  of  the  findings 
will  include  statistics  of  manufacturing  activity  by 
industry  and  geographic  area  on  value  added  by 
manufacture,  employment,  payrolls,  inventories,  capital 
expenditures,  etc.

TENNESSEE 


Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Tennessee  amounted  to  $3,344  million,  an 
increase  of  11  percent  from  1962  and  52  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $822  million  was  con- 
tributed by  chemical  and  allied  products  and  $363 
million  by  food  and  kindred  products,  the  two 
leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS ) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  1951*-,  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

-This  total  in- 


cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


TENNESSEE 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°^ 000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC6j(p)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965-  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

Value  added  "by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the  State 
of  Texas  amounted  to  $7,054  million,  an  increase  of 
11  percent  from  1962  and  40  percent  from  1958.  Of 
this  total.  $1,654  million  was  contributed  "by  the 
chemicals  and  allied  products  industries  and  $956 
million  "by  the  petroleum  and  coal  products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  I963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code )  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7-"  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310>000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958*  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours . 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census.) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  19&3:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


TEXAS 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 

principal  city  of  the  area.   In  addition  to  the 

name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965.  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early 
1966.  (Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and 
their  prices  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  field  offices  or  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.)

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS ) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  i'igures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195**- >  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
jervices,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments.

It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963>  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


UTAH 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50*000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Vermont  amounted  to  $309  million,  a  decrease 
of  5  percent  from  1962  and  an  increase  of  31  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,_$67  million  was  contrib- 
uted by  the  nonelectrical  machinery  industry  and 
$36  million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  indus- 
try, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1965  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7-"  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll.— This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

,  In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  19^3:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


VERMONT 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>0°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Virginia  amounted  to  $3,064-  million,  an 
increase  of  7  percent  from  1962  and  4-4-  percent 
from  1958.  Of  this  total,  $611  million  was  con- 
tributed by  the  chemical  industries  and  $324-  mil- 
lion by  the  food  and  kindred  products  industries, 
the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  195^ 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry

The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  I963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^ )  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


VIRGINIA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  15  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . —This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195*S  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations ,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements ) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


WASHINGTON 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
shown  by  geographic  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC63(P)-20A  through  MC63(P)-39D.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
during  the  first  half  of  1965-  More  detailed  fig- 
ures for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  1965.  Preliminary  reports  for 
States,  standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas, 
and  counties,  Series  MC63(P)-S1  through  MC63(P)-S51, 
will  be  released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  late  1965  and  early

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Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  West  Virginia  amounted  to  $1,834  million, 
an  increase  of  9  percent  from  1962  and  h^>  percent 
from  1958-  Of  this  total,  $781  million  was  con- 
tributed by  the  chemical  industries  and  $390  mil- 
lion by  the  primary  metals  industries,  the  two 
leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level . 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963>  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.

Payroll. — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  significant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 

Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  I963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs, and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


WEST     VIRGINIA 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  50,000  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan, "  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  "by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Wisconsin  amounted  to  $5,3<+4-  million,  an 
increase  of  5  percent  from  1962  and  35  percent  from 
195#.  Of  this  total .  &981  million  was  contributed 
by  the  nonelectrical  machinery  industries  and 
$769  million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
^0,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963  >  i"t  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7."  Thus,  the  next  census  will

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be  conducted  in  1968  covering  manufacturing  activ- 
ity in  1967.  Title  13  also  authorizes  an  annual 
sample  survey  of  manufacturing  establishments  in 
intercensal  years.  Accordingly,  for  the  years 
1959  through  1962,  figures  comparable  with  those 
shown  in  this  publication  are  available  for  States 
and  divisions. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS ) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958,  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering,  direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

-This  total  in- 


cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963 >  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments' (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work-in-process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 
For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


WISCONSIN 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°>°00  or  -more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SM3A  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial. "  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SM3A  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

Value  added  by  manufacturing  in  1963  in  the 
State  of  Wyoming  amounted  to  $83  million,  an  in- 
crease of  8  percent  from  1962  and  33  percent  from 
1958.  Of  this  total,  $37  million  was  contributed 
by  the  petroleum  and  coal  products  industries  and 
$17  million  by  the  food  and  kindred  products  indus- 
tries, the  two  leading  industry  groups  in  the  State. 

This  report  presents  preliminary  results  from 
the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  for  the  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA)  (if 
any)  and  its  counties.  Historical  comparisons  are 
included  for  the  State  as  a  whole  as  well  as  1958 
figures  on  employment  and  value  added  for  the 
smaller  areas.  Figures  are  provided  for  industry 
groups  within  the  State  and  for  the  SMSA's  with 
40,000  or  more  employees. 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have  been 
subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review,  and  must 
be  regarded  as  tentative  approximations  of  the 
final  census  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  value  figures  for  changes  in  price 
level. 

The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the  27th 
such  census  of  the  United  States  since  1809.  For 
1963*  i"t  was  conducted  jointly  with  the  censuses 
of  business  (wholesale,  retail,  and  services)  and 
mineral  industries.  Separate  censuses  of  manufac- 
tures and  business  were  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code)  provides  for  a  census  of  manufactures  every 
5  years,  and,  as  recently  amended,  to  cover  years 
ending  in  "2"  and  "7-"  Thus,  the  next  census  will

Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms  of 
compensation  (salaries,  wages, commissions,  bonuses, 
vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration)  paid  during 
the  year  to  all  employees  of  the  establishment. 
Payroll  is  reported  before  deductions  for  Social 
Security,  income  tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues, 
etc. 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

In  the  census  of  manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  at  which  such  industrial  opera- 
tions are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill, 
or  plant.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are  ex- 
cluded from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  the 
approximately  310,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1963  census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to  submit 
a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Also,  com- 
panies engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  atone  location  submitted  separate  reports 
for  each  activity  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
were  economically  signficant. 

CENTRAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICES  AND  AUXILIARY  UNITS 

In  the  195^,  1958>  and  1963  censuses,  respond- 
ents were  asked  to  file  separate  reports  for  any 
central  administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units 
which  were:  (l)  at  different  locations  from  the 
establishments  served  or,  (2)  at  the  same  location 
as  one  of  these  establishments,  but  were  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  thereof  and  served 
two  or  more  establishments.  The  functions  of  em- 
ployees in  central  administrative  offices  include: 
general  company  policy  determination,  planning  and 
management  (i.e.,  company  purchasing,  accounting, 
general  engineering, direction  of  company  personnel 
matters,  and  legal  and  patent  matters).  Auxil- 
iaries are  storage  facilities,  garages,  repair 
shops,  purchasing  offices,  sales  promotion  offices, 
and  research  laboratories  serving  the  plants  or 
central  management  of  the  company.  For  1959-1962 
employment  and  payrolls  in  central  offices  and 
auxiliaries  were  estimated  to  be  the  same  as  in 
1958. 


Production  workers,  number. — This  number  in- 
cludes all  workers  (up  to  the  working  foreman 
level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembl- 
ing, inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not  delivery), 
maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and  watchman 
services,  product  development,  auxiliary  produc- 
tion for  plant's  own  use  (e.g.,  power  plant), 
record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely  asso- 
ciated with  these  production  operations;  it  ex- 
cludes supervisory  employees  above  the  working 
foreman  level,  force-account  construction  workers, 
and  all  other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufac- 
turing establishments. 


Production  workers,  man-hours. — This  total  in- 
cludes all  "plant  man-hours"  of  production  and 
related  workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours 
worked  or  paid  for  in  1963*  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the  em- 
ployee was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure  includes 
actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight-time  equivalent 
hours. 


Production  workers,  wages. — This  item  consists 
of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above) 
paid  to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

Value  added  by  manufacture. — This  measure  is 
derived  for  each  manufacturing  establishment  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels,  goods  purchased  for 
resale,  and  contract  work,  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments (including  resales)  and  adjusting  for  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  work- in -process  in- 
ventory. 

Value  added  avoids  the  duplication in  the  value 

of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  products 

of  some  establishments  as  materials  by  others. 

For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 

available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries  and 
geographic  areas. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

.  All  employees,  number. — This  item  includes  all 
production  and  related  workers,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  nonproduction  personnel 
of  manufacturing  establishments.  The  1963  figures 
are  an  average  of  reported  employment  totals  for 
the  payroll  periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of 
March,  May,  August,  and  November.  (For  highly 
seasonal  industries,  an  average  employment  derived 
from  12  mid-month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in 
the  final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Capital  expenditures,  new. — This  figure  in- 
cludes, for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  operation 
and  under  construction  in  1963:  Expenditures  for 
new  structures  and  additions  (including  major 
alterations,  capitalized  repairs,  and  improvements) 
to  the  manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
or  by  the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery 
and  new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equipment. 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are  those 
expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  ac- 
quired from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 


WYOMING 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are 
integrated  economic  and  social  units  with  a  large 
volume  of  daily  travel  and  communication  between 
the  central  city  (having  5°j0°0  or  more  popula- 
tion) and  outlying  parts  of  the  area.  Each  area 
(except  in  New  England)  consists  of  one  or  more 
whole  counties.  An  area  may  contain  not  only 
highly  industrialized  counties  but  also  adjoining 
counties  which,  though  primarily  residential  in 
character,  contribute  significantly  to  the  indus- 
trial counties'  labor  force  and  are  socially  and 
economically  integrated  with  the  central  city. 
These  areas  were  defined  by  the  Federal  Committee 
on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  of  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  general  purpose  use 
throughout  the  Federal  Government  in  presenting 
economic  and  social  data.  In  the  New  England 
States,  similar  integration  criteria  have  been 
applied  in  defining  SMSA's  on  a  city  and  town 
basis  because  towns  rather  than  counties  are 
regarded  as  the  significant  unit  in  this  region  of 
the  country. 

The  requirement  that  each  SMSA  consists  of 
county  units  (except  in  New  England)  sometimes 
results  in  the  inclusion  in  an  area  of  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  territory  which  would  not 
ordinarily  be  considered  "metropolitan,"  much  less 
"industrial."  It  is  recognized  that  metropolitan 
areas  could  be  more  accurately  defined  in  terms  of 


smaller  area  segments  such  as  minor  civil  divi- 
sions, but  the  usefulness  of  areas  so  defined 
would  be  limited  by  the  fact  that  many  types  of 
economic  and  social  data  are  available  only  on  a 
county  basis. 

Each  SMSA  is  designated  by  the  name  of  the 
principal  city  of  the  area.  In  addition  to  the 
name  of  the  principal  city,  the  area  title  may 
include  one  or  two  additional  city  names.

This  report  presents  the  preliminary  results 
from  the  I963  Census  of  Manuf actures  of  Puerto 
Rico.  Statistics  are  shown  for  265  of  the  approx- 
imately V50  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
(SIC)  industries  as  well  as  for  119  industry 
groups  and  the  20  broad  major  groups  within  manu- 
facturing. 


Figures  in  this  report  have  been  subjected 
only  to  a  preliminary  review  and  should  be  regarded 
as  approximations  of  the  final  census  figures  to 
be  released  later.  Some  industry  totals  have  been 
withheld  for  additional  checking  of  figures. 


The  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  of  Puerto  Rico 
is  the  ninth  such  canvass  of  manufacturing  activ- 
ities in  the  Island  during  this  century;  the  first 
census  covered  the  year  I9O9.  For  1963,  the 
Census  of  Manufactures  was " conducted  concurrently 
with  the  Census  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, and 
Services )  and  represents  a  joint  project  of  the 
Planning  Board,  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce.  This  Census  was  authorized  by  an  Act  of 
Congress  of  the  United  States  (13  U.S.C.  131  and 
22^-)  and  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Common-

1963  CENSUS    OF    MANUFACTURES 

CLASIFICACION  INDUSTRIAL 


In  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  figures  are 
collected  from  each  manufacturing  establishment 
engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transforma- 
tion of  materials  into  new  products.  A  manufac- 
turing establishment  usually  consists  of  a  single 
physical  location  where  such  industrial  operations 
are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory  or  mill.  In 
the  SIC  system,  each  establishment  is  classified 
in  a  particular  industry  on  the  basis  of  the  value 
of  the  principal  products  it  produces.  As  the 
statistics  (employment,  payroll,  value  of  ship- 
ments, etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment 
as  a  whole,  the  aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an 
industry  reflect  not  only  the  primary  production 
activities  of  the  establishments  classified  in 
that  industry,  but  also  their  manufacture  of 
secondary  products  and  receipts  for  their  other 
activities  (contract  work  on  materials  owned  by 
others ,  repair  work,  etc . ) .  (See  "Value  of  Ship- 
ments," in  the  Appendix.) 


The  SIC  system  combines  the  approximately  ^3° 
k- digit  industries  into  150  3 -digit  industry 
groups,  y/hich  are,  in  turn,  combined  into  20  major 
2 -digit  industry  groups. 


Statistics  in  this  report  and  the  final  one 
for  the  1963  Census  of  Manufactures  of  Puerto  Rico 
are  presented  in  accord  with  the  1957  edition  of 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  pub- 
lished by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Budget, 
as  amended  through  December  31,  1963. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 


A  separate  report  has  been  obtained  for  each 
establishment  which  had  one  or  more  employees 
during  I963.  Of  the  approximately  2,250  manufac- 
turing establishments  covered  in  the  1963  Puerto 
Rico  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single-estab- 
lishment companies.  A  single  report  was  received 
from  such  companies.  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  had  to  submit  a  report  for  each 
separate  plant  location.  Also,  the  relatively  few 
companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines  of 
activity  at  one  location  were  required  to  submit  a 
separate  report  for  each  activity,  if  the  company 
records  permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the 
separate  activities  were  substantial  in  size.

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EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


All  employees. — Comprises  all  production  and 
related  workers  and  all  nonproduction  personnel. 
The  1963  data  for  all  employees  represent  an 
average  of  reported  employment  for  the  pay  periods 
ending  nearest  to  the  15th  day  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November.  All  persons  on  paid  sick 
leave,  paid  holidays,  and  paid  vacations  during 
these  pay  periods  are  included.  Members  of  the 
armed  forces,  pensioners  carried  on  the  active 
rolls,  and  homeworkers  are  excluded. 


Production  workers. — Employees  (through  working 
foreman  level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing, 
assembling,  inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handl- 
ing, packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not 
delivering),  maintenance,  repair,  janitorial, 
watchman  services,  product  development,  auxiliary 
production  for  plant's  own  use  (for  example,  power 
plant),  record  keeping,  and  other  services  closely 
associated  with  production  operations.  Supervisory 
employees  above  working  foreman  level  are  excluded 
from  this  category.  Establishments  having  fewer 
than  10  employees  were  requested  to  report  employ- 
ment without  differentiating  between  production 
workers  and  other  employees.  However,  employment 
data  for  these  small  establishments  are  included 
in  the  tabulated  totals  for  production  workers 
since  the  number  of  employees  not  production 
workers  is  very  small. 


Proprietors  and  partners . — Owners  or  part- 
owners  of  unincorporated  manufacturing  establish- 
ments (for  example,  individual  proprietorships  and 
partnerships)  actually  engaged  in  plant  operations, 
either  as  production  or  nonproduction  personnel. 
Individual  proprietors  and  working  partners  are 
not  considered  to  be  employees  of  the  establish- 
ment. 


Salaries  and  wages. — Gross  earnings  paid  in 
calendar  year  1963  to  all  employees  on  the  payroll 
includes  salaries,  wages,  commissions,  dismissal 
pay,  bonuses,  vacation  and  sick  leave  pay,  and 
compensation  in  kind,  prior  to  such  deductions  as 
employee's  Social  Security  contributions,  income 
tax,  group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc.  Payments 
to  officers  of  corporations  are  included,  but  pay- 
ments to  the  proprietors  or  partners  of  unincor- 
porated manufacturing   establishments  are  not.

— La  categoria  "todos  los 
empleados"  consta  de  todos  los  obreros  de  pro- 
duccion  y  relacionados,  y  de  todo  el  personal 
adicional  al  de  produce i<5n  de  los  establecimientos 
manuf actureros .  Los  datos  de  1963  para  todos  los 
empleados  representan  un  promedio  del  empleo 
informado  para  el  periodo  de  pago  que  termina  ma's 
cercano  al  dia  15  de  marzo,  mayo,  agosto,  y 
noviembre .  Todas  las  personas  con  paga  por 
vacaciones  por  enfermedad,  dias  feriados  y  con 
vacaciones  regulares,  durante  estos  periodos  de 
pago  son  incluidas.  Miembros  de  las  Fuerzas 
Armadas,  pensionados  incluidos  en  las  ndminas 
activas  y  trabajadores  a  domicilio  son  excluidos. 

Obreros  de  produccidn. — Incluye  empleados 
(hasta  el  nivel  de  capataz)  ocupados  en  la  fabri- 
cacidh,  elaboracidh,  montaje,  inspeccidh.,  re- 
cibimiento,  almacenaje,  manejo,  empaque,  embarque 
(pero  no  entrega),  mantenimiento,  reparacioh, 
limpieza,  vigilancia,  desarrollo  de  productos, 
produccidn  auxiliar  para  el  uso  propio  de  la 
fahrica  (por  ejemplo,  estacidh  generadora), 
mantener  los  registros  y  otros  servicios  estrecha- 
mente  asociados  con  operaciones  productivas  del 
establicimiento.  Empleados  supervisores  sobre  el 
nivel  de  capataz  son  excluidos  de  esta  categorfa. 
A  los  establecimientos  con  menos  de  10  empleados 
se  les  pidid  que  informaran  el  empleo,, sin  diferen- 
ciar  entre  obreros  de  produccidn  y  otros  em- 
pleados. Sin  embargo,  los  datos  sobre  empleo  de 
estos  pequefros  establecimientos  estah  incluidos  en 
los  totales  tabulados  para  obreros  de  produccion, 
ya  que  el  numero  de  empleados  que  no  son  en  verdad 
obreros  de  produccidn  es  muy  pequeno. 

Propietarios  y  socios. — Esta  categoria  incluye 
los  duellos  o  socios  de  establecimientos  manufac- 
tureros  no  incorporados  (por  ejemplo,  propietarios 
individuales  y  sociedades),  que  estuvieron  ocupados 
en  operaciones  de  la  fa'brica  como  personal  de 
produccidn  o  en  otros  menesteres.  Propietarios 
individuales  y  socios  activos  no  se  consideran 
empleados  del  establecimiento. 

Salarios  y  .jornales. — Esta  cifra  representa  el 
total  de  los  salarios  pagados  durante  el  ano 
natural  1963  a  todos  los  empleados  en  las  ndminas 
de  los  establicimientos  manuf actureros .  Este 
total  incluye  salarios,  jornales,  comisiones,  paga 
por  cesantia,  bonif icaciones,  vacaciones  regulares 
y  por  enfermedad,  y  compensaciones  en  especie, 
antes  de  deducir  los  descuentos  para  Seguro  Social, 
contribusidn  sobre  ingresos,   seguros  grupales, 
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Payments  to  members  of  the  armed  forces  and 
pensioners  carried  on  the  active  payroll  are  also 
excluded.  Payments  to  homeworkers  are  excluded 
from  salaries  and  wages,  but  are  tabulated  sepa- 
rately as  "homeworker  wages." 


The  larger  establishments  (10  employees  or 
more)  reported  separately  payments  to  production 
workers  and  payments  to  all  others.  Payments  to 
production  workers  are  tabulated  as  wages.  Smaller 
establishments  (fewer  than  10  employees )  reported 
only  total  salaries  and  wages;  however,  their  pay- 
roll data  are  tabulated  entirely  as  wages. 


Homeworker  wages. --Payments  made  directly  to 
those  who  work  outside  the  factory  on  materials 
supplied  by  the  manufacturer.  Payments  to  home- 
workers  are  excluded  from  salaries  and  wages. 
Manufacturers  did  not  report  payments  to  home- 
workers  made  through  contractors  or  subcontrac- 
tors; the  latter,  however,  were  requested  to 
report  such  payments . 


Value  of  shipments . — Net  value  of  products 
shipped,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and  allow- 
ances, and  excluding  excise  taxes.  Value  of  ship- 
ments includes  receipts  for  contract  work  performed 
for  others  on  their  materials,  and  receipts  for 
nonmanufacturing  activities  such  as  installation 
work  performed  by  plant  employees,  repair  work, 
sale  of  scrap  and  refuse,  and  sale  of  products 
bought  and  resold  in  the  same  condition.  The 
value  of  shipments  includes  not  only  the  value  of 
products  shipped  and  contract  work  for  products 
primary  to  the  industry  under  SIC  classification, 
but  also  the  value  of  products  shipped  and  con- 
tract work  for  products  secondary  to  the  industry. 


Products  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company  are  valued  at  the  nearest 
approximation  to  their  economic  value;  that  is, 
the  value  includes  in  addition  to  the  direct  costs 
of  production  a  reasonable  proportion  of  "all 
other  costs"  (company  overhead  and  profits). 


A  summation  of  value  of  shipments  data  for 
individual  industries  to  industry  group  totals 
results  in  large  and  unknown  amounts  of  duplica- 
tion because  the  products  of  some  industries  are 
used  as  materials  by  others. 


Value  added  by  manufacture. — Derived  for  each 
manufacturing  establishment  by  deducting  the  total 
cost  of  raw  materials,  containers,  parts,  com- 
ponents, supplies,  fuels  and  electric  energy, 
goods  purchased  for  resale,  and  contract  work  from 


cuotas  a  uniones  obreras,  etc.  Pagos  a  oficiales 
de  corporaciones  son  inclufdos,  pero  no  asi  los 
pagos  a  propietarios  o  socios  de  establecimientos 
manufactureros  no  incorporados .  Pagos  a  miembros 
de  las  Fuerzas  Armadas  y  a  pensionados  son  tambie'n 
excluidos.  Pagos  a  trabajadores  a  domicilio  son 
excluidos  de  salarios  y jornales,  pero  son  tabulados

A  los  establecimientos  ma's  grandes  (con  10  o 
ma's  empleados )  se  les  pidi<5  que  inf  ormaran  separa- 
damente los  pagos  a  obreros  de  producci6n  y  pagos 
a  todos  los  demas  empleados.  Los  pagos  a  obreros 
de  produce  i<5n  se  tabulan  como  jornales.  Los  esta- 
blecimientos pequenos  (los  que  tienen  menos  de  10 
empleados )  se  les  pidid  inf ormaran  solamente  el 
total  de  los  salarios  y  jornales;  sin  embargo,  los 
datos  de  las  nominas  son  tabulados  enteramente 
como  jornales . 

Salarios  de  trabajadores  a  domicilio . - -Esta 
partida  consiste  de  pagos  hechos  directamente  a 
trabajadores  a  domicilio  quienes  trabajan  fuera  de 
la  fa"brica  con  materiales  suplidos  por  el  manufac- 
turero.  Los  pagos  a  dichos  trabajadores  son 
excluidos  de  salarios  y  jornales.  Los  manufac- 
tureros no  informan  los  pagos  a  trabajadores  a 
domicilio  cuando  se  hicieron  a  trave*s  de  con- 
tratistas  o  sub-contratistas;  e'stos  itLtimos,  sin 
embargo,  fueron  los  que  informaron  tales  pagos. 

Valor  de  las  ventas. — El  valor  de  las  ventas 
representa  el  valor  neto  de  los  productos  vendidos 
por  los  establecimientos  manufactureros,  libre  a 
bordo,  f^brica,  despue's  de  las  deducciones  y 
descuentos  y  exeluyendo  arbitrios .  El  valor  de 
las  ventas  incluye  los  ingresos  de  los  trabajos 
por  contrato  ejecutados  para  otros  con  sus 
materiales  y  los  engresos  por  actividades  no 
manufactureras,  tales  como, trabajos  de  instalacidn 
realizados  por  los  empleados  de  3a  fabrica,  trabajos 
de  reparacidn,  venta  de  chatarra  y  desechos,  y 
venta  de  productos  comprados  y  revendidos  en  la 
misma  condicidh.  El  valor  de  las  ventas  incluye 
no  soTo  el  valor  de  los  productos  vendidos  y  el 
trabajo  por  contrato  para  productos  primarios 
clasif icados  por  la  CIU  de  dicha  industria,  sino 
tambie'n  el  valor  de  los  productos  vendidos  y  el 
trabajo  por  contrato  para  productos  secundarios 
para  esa  industria. 

Los  productos  que  se  transfieren  a  otros  esta- 
blecimientos de  la  misma  compaJSia  son  valorados  a 
la  aproximacicn  mas  cercana  del  valor  comercial, 
esto  es,  el  valor  incluye  adema's  del  costo  directo 
de  produccion,  una  proporcion  razonable  de  "todos 
los  otros  gastos"  (gastos  generales  de  la  fdbrica 
y  ganancias ). 

Los  totales  obtenidos  para  gruposde  industrias 
a  base  del  valor  de  las  ventas  en  las  industrias 
individuales  resulta  en  una  duplicacidn  conside- 
rable y  desconocida,  porque  los  productos  de 
algunas  industrias  son  usados  como  materiales 
primarios  por  otras. 
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the  value  of  shipments  (as  defined  above)  and 
adjusting  the  difference  for  the  net  change  in 
finished  goods  and  work- in-process  inventories. 


Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  establishments  as  materials  by 
others .  For  most  purposes ,  it  is  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  indus- 
tries and  geographic  areas. 


Expenditures  for  plant  and  equipment . — Larger 
manufacturing establishments  (To  employees  or 
more)  reported  expenditures  in  1963  for  permanent 
additions  and  major  alterations  to  plant  and  for 
new  and  used  machinery  and  equipment.  Expendi- 
tures for  land,  leasing  of  equipment,  and  cost  of 
maintenance  and  repairs  charged  as  current  operat- 
ing expense  are  excluded. 


Valor  agregado  por  la  manufactura. — Este  valor 
se  obtiene  para  cada  establecimiento  rnanufacturero, 
restando  el  costo  total  de  la  materia  prima, 
envases,  piezas,  componentes,  mater iales,  com- 
bustibles y  energia  ele'ctrica,  productos  comprados 
para  reventa,  y  trabajos  por  contratos  del  valor 
de  las  ventas  (segun  definido  antes),  y  ajustando 
la  diferencia  para  el  cambio  neto  de  los  productos 
terminados  e  inventarios  de  productos  en  proceso 
de  elaboradion. 

El  valor  agregado  evita  la  duplicidad  en  el 
valor  de  las  ventas,  lo  cual  resulta  cuando  algunos 
establecimientos  usan  como  mater iales  los  productos 
de  otros  establecimientos.  Para  muchos  propdsitos, 
es  la  mejor  medidad  de  valor  disponible  para 
comparar  la  import ancia  economica  relativa  de  la 
manufactura  entre  las  industrias  y  las  areas 
geograf  icas. 

Inversiones  de  capital-. --A  los  establecimientos 
manuf  actureros  grandes  (con  10  6  ma's  empleados )  se 
les  pidid  que  informaran  los  gastos  para  1963  por 
adiciones  permanentes,  y  reparaciones  mayores  a  la 
fdbrica  y  por  maquinarias  y  equipo  nuevo  y  usado. 
Los  gastos  incurridos  debido  a  la  compra  de 
terreno,  alquiler  de  equipo,  costo  de  mantenimiento 
y  reparaciones  cargados  a  gastos  de  operacicn,  son 
excluidos .

This  publication  will  contain  general  sta- 
tistics (employment,  payrolls,  value  added,  and 
value  of  shipments)  distributed  by:  regions, 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA's) 
and  municipios,  employment  size,  value  added  size, 
and  by  tax  status  of  the  establishments .  More 
detailed  statistics,  such  as  value  of  shipments  by 
destination  and  class  of  customer  and  by  kinds  of 
products  shipped,  inventories  by  stage  of  fabrica- 
tion, capital  expenditures  by  type,  and  production 
worker  man"hours,  will  be  included  for  industries 
and  SMSA's.  The  final  publication  also  will  show 
general  and  other  statistics  for  manufacturing 
establishments  classified  by  local  (Puerto  Rico) 
and  nonlocal  ownership.
